THE FEDERAL EXPLOSIVE LAW 

The Federal Explosives Act pro- 
hibits the manufacture, sale, pur- 
chase and possession of all explo- 
sives and their ingredients, in time 
of war, without a license. In other 
words, the dealer must have a li- 
cense, and the purchaser must have 
I a license. The dealer must keep an 
| itemized record showing the name 
and address of purchaser, his license 
number, kind and quantity of explo- 
sives purchased, and purpose for r 
which it is to be used. This also 
compels practically every drug store 
in the United States to have a license 
permitting them to have in possession 
and sell explosives ingredients, and

MILITARY PROHIBITION 

At no time in the world's history 
has the welfare of soldiers and sail- 
ors lieen so well safeguarded as those 
of the United States forces in this 
war. 

February % 1K99, Hon. John 0. 
Long, Secretary of the Navy, issued 
General Order No. 508, forbidding 
officers or commandants "to allow 
any malt or other intoxicating 
liquor to be sold or issued to enlisted 
men, either on board ship, or within 
the limits of navy yards, naval sta- 
tions, or marine barracks, except in 
the medical department." 

July 1, 1914, General Order No. 99, 
by Secretary Ouniels, went into effect 
in these words: "The use or intro- 
duction for drinking purposes, of al- 
coholic liquors on board any naval 
vessel, or within any navy yard or 
station, is strictly prohibited." 

July 1.1, 1917, the Secretary of the 
Navy wrote to Governor Rrumbaugh, 
informing him of the conditions in 
the < ity of Philadelphia, and sent an 
extended report as to saloons and 
places of vice catering to the sailors 
at League Island Navy Yard, and 
asking that the State of Pennsylvania 
bring every influence to lieur to givo 
protection to the young men in the 
service.

Moreover, I heard the fate of my 
older brother, who hud made I. is home 
In France with my grandmother, lie 
had gone to the front at the outbreak 
of the war with the Infantry from St. 
Naxulre and hud been killed two or 
three weeks nftcrwarda. Thla made 
It a aort of personal mutter. 

Hut what put the finishing touches 
to me were the stories u Wounded 
Canadian lieutenant told me MM 
months later In New York, lie hnd 
been there nnd he knew. You could 
not help MlMMj him; you can al- 
waya tell it when a man hi 
then- and knows. 

There win not much racket 
New York, ao I mnde up my mind all 
of a sudden M go over and get MB* 
for myself. Holieve me, I got enough 
millet before I was through. Most 
of the reully Important things I tunc 
done have happened like licit : I did 
them on the Jump, you might any. 
Mi.ny other Americans wanted a look, 
too; there were Ave thousand Amer- 
icans In the Canadian army at one 
time they any. 

I would not claim that I went over 
there to save democracy, or anything 
like that. I never did like Germans, 
and I never met a Freuchinun who was 
not kind to me, and what I heard 
about the wny the Huns treated tin 
H< Iglatis made me Rick. I Used to get 
out of bed to go to an all-night picture 
show, I thought about It ao much. 
Hut there wua not much MMMM 
MM New York, nud I Agured the

why lota of ua went. I think. 

There were Ave of us who went to 
HoRton to ahlp for the other aide: 
Sain Murray. F.d Ilrnwn. Tim Flynn. 
Mitchell and myself. Murruy wus an cx- 
gtirby — two hitches (enlistments), gun- 
pointer rating, and uhout thirty-live 
yea re old. Hrown was a Pennsylvania 
man about twenty-six years old, who 
had Rcrvcd two enlistments In the f . 
S. army mid had quit with the rank 
of aergiant. Khun and Mitchell were 
both ex-navy men. Mitchell wus a 
noted boxer. Of the Ave of us, 1 am 
the only one who went In, got 
through and enme out. Flynn and 
.Mitchell did not go in; Murray and 
Hrown never came buck. 

The five of us shipped on the steam- 
ship Virginian of the American Ha- 
waiian line, under American flag und 
registry, but chartered by the French 
government. I signed on us water- 
tender — an engine MM Job — but the 
others were on deck — thut Is, MftM 
We left Huston for St. Niiitulre with 
a eurgo of ammunition, bully beef, 
etc., und made the first trip without 
anything of Interest happening. 

Ar we were tying to the dock nt St. 
Niizalre, 1 riiw a MMMM prisoner slt- 
tlng on a pile of lumber. I thought 
probably he would be hungry, ao I 
went down Into the oilers' mesa nnd 
got two slices of bread with u thick 
pine of beefs-e.-.k between them und 
handed It to Fritz. He would not take 
It. At first I thought he wus afraid 
to, but by using several languages and 
signs be managed to make me uudcr- 
Rtuud thut he wua not hungry — hud 
too much to eat, in fuct. 

I Ml d to think of thla fellow- occa- 
alonully when I wus In u German pris- 
on camp, ami n piece of moldy bread 
the alze of a safety-match box was 
the generous portion of food they 
forced on tne, with true German hos- 
pitality, once every forty-eight hours. 
I Would lint exactly have refused a 
beefsteak sandwich, I am afraid. Hut 
then I was not u heaven -boru German. 
I was only a common American garby. 
He was full of kultur und grub; 1 
wuh not full of anything. 

There wna u lurge prison camp at 
St Nnzalre, and at one time or an- 
other I Kiiw all of it. Before the wur 
It hud bei ii used us a biirrucks by the 
French army uud conslst.sl of well- 
made, comfortable two-story atone 
buildings, floored with concrete, with 
auxiliary barracka of logs. The Ger- 
man MMMM occupied the atone 
buildings, while the French guards 
were quartered In the log houses, ln- 
aldc, the houses were divided Into long 
MM with whitewashed walls. There 
Ma- a gymnasium for the prisoners, a 
canteen where they might buy most 
of the things you could buy unywhere 
else In the country, uud a studio for 
the pal: i - among the prisoners. Of- 
ficers were separated from privates 
which wus u gisal thing for the prl- 
vutes — un.l were kept In houses sur- 
roun.h-d by stockades. OAlcers mid 
privates received the same treatment 
however,- uud ull were given exactly 
the sunie rations und cqulpuu-ut us the 
regular French army before It went to 
the front. Their final consisted of 
bread, soup, uud vino, aa wine Is called 
almost everywhere In the world. In 
the morning they received hulf a loaf 
of Vleiinu br. ad and cilice. At noon 
they* each had a large dixie of thick 
mid ut three In the ufternoou 
bread and a bottle of vino. The

Why Idea of "A Sheep for Every Fam- 
ily" Would Be of Little Value. 

The Idea of "a sheep for every fnm 
lly" Is good In Intent und pur]Hiscs. 
Both matiufncturers of woolen go.als 
uud meat distributors would like to 
see a lurger supply of raw material. 
Sheep raising, however. Is not like 
gardening, says the Albany Journal. 
To be aucressful It must be conduct- 
ed in the open und on a largo acale. 
Breeding Itself is a lurge and com- 
plicated mutter. Also, the nature of 
the wool-growing animal la unsulted 
to combined commercialism and die 
inestlclty. The family who hud a sheep 
running around the dooryard would 
form an attachment for the animal 
that would cut the latter on the foot- 
ing of a fuiully pet. that could be 
separated from Its valuable wool only 

ered. 

As for the use of a family sheep for 
Dent, such would he rare. "Led like 
a lamb to the slaughter" has more 
than a literary meaning.

To make u fountain thut will delight 
a small child you should get a amall 
glass bottle and nearly All It with wa- 
ter.

carefully the following instructions: 

If the best iv. ults are to be ob- 
tained from the thick, the hens must 
not in> allowed to become overrun 
with lice or miles, a dust bath 
aids the hens in keeping lice in 
check, and therefore adds to (heir 
c ol or I, Usually Ihere will be a 
place in the yard where the hens 
can * I ■ i - 1 themselves in the dry dirt. 
If such a place is not available, a 
quantity of road dust or tine dirt in 
a box about two feet sipinrc should 
be provided in the house. Usually, 
the lire an- not pre.ent on the birds 
in suflicient numbers to prove par- 
ticularly harmful. However, it is 
best to keep the hens as free from 
this pe.l a- possible and if they are 
unable I" keep Ihe ljce in checK by 
dusting, other measures should be 
employed. 

To rid the hens of lice, each one 
can be treated by placing small 
pinches of sodium fluorid, a ma- 
terial which can be obtained at 
im"»I large drug stores, among the 

feather, next to the skill, one pinch 
on the head, one mi Ihe neck, two 
on the Lack, one on the breast, one 
below the vent, one nl the base of 
the tail, one on either thigh, and 
one scattered on the underside of 
each wing when spread. Another 
method i. to u -e a small quantitv of 

blue ointment. a piece M large :,. 

a pea, on the skin one ji„ h below 
the vent. If uiurcurial ointment 
is used instead of blue ointment, it 
should lie diluted with an equal 
quantity of vaseline. Any of these 
methods will be found very effective 
in ridding the hens of lice, and 
should be employed whenever the 
lice become troublesome. Two or

LATE GARDEN PLANTING „ 

The liovernnient is urging our 
people to plant a large second crop 
of potatoes. This matter should re- 
ceive immediate attention. The llrst 
crop is to'; sbort; the .Northern 
Rates, have a decreased acreage tin- 
season: and unless a large second 
crop, is cultivated. Ihe potato situa- 
tion during the coming winter and 
spring will be acute. 

In addition to potatoes, many 
other crops, and highly desirable 
ones, in that they are hardy and 
staple, may be planted now with a 
reasonable prospect of excellent re- 
turn*.

Farm labor agents of the U. S. 
I»ept. Agriculture for the Southern 
states met in conference at Birming- 
ham, Ala., on July IS and 1!' for the 
purpose of |ierfecting plans for mak- 
ing up the farm labor shortage dur 
lag the coming year. The spirit of 
the meeting was that of service not 
only for the" other fellow hut for the 
labor agents themselves. More than 
one of the government agents have 
led groups of volunteer workers in 
the wheat harvest and threshing. 
With such a Rpirit evident in the 
leaders the farmers have been quick 
to respond to the appeal for greater 
exertion in crop production. 

In spite of the lalwir • hortage crops 
are clean and in excellent condition. 
Thi- hu- been due in large measure 
to the fart that farmers realizing 
that they had to yet abmg with re- 
duced labor forres, have worked 
hauler und managed more effectively 
than they have ever done before. 
Southern farmers are proving their 
patriotism in a very practical fash- 
ion. Many who in past years have 
done no uctual farm laltor arc taking 
the lead in the fields this season. The 
N'egrn population is imbibing the' 
spirit of patriotic service. Formerly, 
in most southern communities colored 
laliorers have done no work on Sat- 
urday. This custom u rapidly disap- 
pearing and thousands of Negroes are 
wearing the red, white, and blue but- 
ton of the Saturday Service league, I 
pledging themselves to work the full : 
six days of the week. 

Men of the towns and cities have 
gone out by the hundreds to help in 
the harvest fields. Farmers for 
have worked have 
satisfaction. The 
plan having proved successful this 
season, will be extended next year so 
that if necessary, it will furnish the 
chief source of labor for harvesting

CAN YOUR RHUBARB 
By Mary _ Haldenian Wsy 

I have heard a great niauv women 
wondering what Ihey were going 
to put in their empty iars this sum- 
mer, owing to the scarcity of fruits 

in all parts of the m itain region. 

We may be thankful for the abun- 
dance of vegetables with which vve 
can till a portion of our empty con- 
tainers. It seems like a great draw- 
back not |o have (be usual black- 
berries, hut as there is no di««a- 
poiutment hut has ,|- advanlag- 
if wo become belter ncpiamled 
with our springlinx- friend, the 

ohl-faslll'Kld pieplant. We will, to 
MMM extent, be the gainers, and ivd 
Ihe |oscr«. hy the dearth of fruits. 

The war has taught us a lot of 
things about canning fruits and 
vegetables, hut rhubarb, canned ac- 
ceding to Ihe new method, has 
-eemed |., SjM the most delightful 
discovery of all. as it requires less 
sugar, the appearance when in the 
can. or when served, is much im- 
proved, and lies! of all. the summer 
llavor is retained and Ihe acidity 
is reduce.l without impairing the 
f I value. 

Many have the impression that 
rhubarb can be canned oidv in DM 

spring, but the nut al canneries 

.tar it. from May until late Sep- 
tember. However, only the tender 
young sin »its are used. In Ihe le>me 
garden, these young shoots geM*> 
ally make their appearance in late 
August and September. 

There are three steps in th. 
canning process. 

••lie. Thoroughly wa»h the ven- 
dible. Cut it into strips, one-half 
to one inch in length. Wash again. 
RsjsjMa, wnsliinu removes dirt and 
bacteria. 

Two. Place in a shallow pan and 
POUT suflicient boiling water over 
the vegetable to completely cover 
all of the piece.. «, | ||,e |i;in ,, x ,,r 

the tire Uir from two to three min- 
utes, or until the rhubarb is tender 
when pierced with a fork, but not 

so tender that the i es lose their 

shape. Immediately pour the hot 
water off and recover the vegetables 
three tunes with < old water. Rea- 
son, the hot water makes the color 
und acid cell* active. The acid im- 
mediately begin* to pour ..ut. and 

when (be |e| water is | red off. a 

large part of it is carried awav. 
hence, less sugar is required for 
sweetening purposes, while the cold 
water bath sets the color ami pre- 
vails tin. removal of t, a . great a 
quaaUftf of the valuable and-, hy 
slopping the activity of Ihe .ell- 

Throe. Have ready a syrup made 
of two and one-half pounds of 
sugar to four .pun I- of water. Boil 

this syrup live I (es after the 

s'l.-ar has dissolved. Pack Ihe pieges 
"f rhubarb as lightly us pos-ihle in 
the jars and pour this syrup over 
it until Ihe can is well lilted. I'lnce 
the rubber on the jar. screw (lie lop 
0* lightly, or clamp Ihe lid in place. 
I'la.-e the jar in th.- MMUW which 
ha- been previously filled with hot. 
hut not boiling, wabr. Place the 
lid on the boiler when the water 
has boiled, and steam for fully 
twenty minutes. Ilemove the jar 
and seal. Do n.d touch Ihe screw- 
top after the rubber has cooled. 
Reasons, the water in the boiler and 
the syrup in the jar should he the 
MM m temperature to prevent (lie 
jars breaking. .\ perfect vacuum 
is formed in the jar during the 
steaming process. The rubber, when 
led adheres to the glass und to Ihe 
lid; if it is disturbed after it has 
Sealed, by an attetiqd (,, screw it 
liuhler. this vacuum is destroyed h> 
the entrance ,,f air. and bacteria may- 
be admitted, destroying ihe fruit 
or vegetable. 

Fruits ami vegetables may be 
canned in a wash leuler or lard can. 
A rack or board should lie placed 
in the bottom of the cuitaiiier ta 
prevent the intense heut from 
b r ea k ing the jars. Ithuhurh should 
always lie canned in glass jars, be- 
an- the acid iii the rhubarb ucls 
on the tin. firming a 
substance.

The grower s aim la for the tree to 
produce the largest possible amount of 
fruit that can attain the highest com- 
mercial stnn.lHrd. The effort of the 
trpp nnd the object desired by the 
grower tend to Impose incompatible 
requirements. The development of a 
great number of • seeds is a tree-ex- 
haiistlng process. This Is opposed to 
the development of Inrgc fruits. To 
meet his eii. I- in tin- r. -p. . t. the grow- 
er hns recourse to thinning the fruit. 

Perhaps no operation in the pro- 
duction of peaches requires keener 
Judgment than thinning the fruit. No 
fixed rules for It can be given. A com- j 
mon rule, very generally applicable, Is 
to thin so thut the fruits will not be ' 
nearer together thnn 4 to 0 Inches. 
Hut the strength of the tri'e, the fer- 
tility of the soil, nnd especially the I 
soil moisture, together with the size 
of the crop (or. In other words, the i 
mnn''. r of fruits allowed to develop on 
the tree), govern very largely the site 
and perfection of the Individual fruits. 

Obviously, a vigorous tree growing 
under favorable conditions ns to mois- 
ture, plantfood, etc., can develop a 
larger number of fruits to good size 
ree, or even the 
there Is a marked de- 
ficiency either In the supply of mois- 
ture or of plantfood. 

The skill of the grower Is shown In 
his ability to adjust the alze of the 
crop on his trees to the conditions of 
the season. He can reduce the num- 
ber of fruits on the trees if the season 
MBMMB very dry as it progresses. 
Thus the grower should aim to con- 
trol the size of the Individual fruits 
by thinning and by tillage and pruning. 

While thinning may cost a relatively 
large amount per tree, actually more 
high-grade fruit la produced, as u rule, 
on a tree which bears only a moderate

After the "June 
drop" is over there Is very little drop- 
ping of the peaches. Hence practi- 
cally all the fruit which remains then 
will he on the trees ut harvest time. 
It will huve to be picked then, anyway. 
It probably costs considerably less to 
pick a portion of the crop in June or 
July and drop Hie fruit on the grour.d 
thnn to pick it luter and put It In a 
basket, where much of It will have 
to be handled over several times In 
grading and packing and then finally 
lurge quantities discarded as culls be- 
cause the fruits are so small. More- 
over, the fruit on un overloaded tree 
will sometimes ripen less uniformly 
than on a tree that has a MMM 
crop. 

As the development of Its pits Is an 
exhaustive process, the limiting of the 
number of fruits tends to conserve the 
vitality of the tree. A large portion 
of the flesh of the peach la water;
